WEEDS 


The 1943 campaign against 
weeds is about to be launched on 
most farms in Alberta. 

Plan your campaign carefully, 
advises Mr. H. Mather, director of 
Study the weeds on 
your farm and decide upon the 
best method of attack. Remember 
that seeds of anual weeds must! 
be germinated and then destroyed. 
This is best done by keeping them 


‘near the surface where successive 


crops will grow and can be eradi- 
cated. Wild oats are most vul- 
nerable after they have. reached 
a height of five inches or more. 
In earlier stages cuttings of the 
stems will often produce new 
plants. Perennial weeds can only 
be killed by starving the under- 
ground roots, some top growth is- 
allowable but don’t, let them go 
too long. Four to six days after 
emergence is the “dead line.” Our 
old enemies, Canada thistle. and 
sow thistle, are weakest at, or just 
before the flowering stage. <A 
thorough fallow commenced at this 
stage and continued until freeze- 
up is often the most economical 
method of eradication. 

Don’t attempt too large an acre- 
age of fallow in one year. If you 


‘do, and you are fighting perennial 


weeds, the failure to give your 
fallow a single cultivation at a 
critical time may result in the loss 
of an entire season’s work. Rather 
than attempt too large an acreage 
it might be wise to. seed part of 
the field to greenfeed which can. 
be cut before the weds go to seed 
and so hold them in check. The 
other half of the field then can 
receive all of your attention and 
can be thoroughly cleaned up. 
Forage crops can be seeded for 
the next week with impunity. If 
seed can be procured this is one 
of the best ways of controlling 
most of our weeds. Forage crops 
add fibre and fertility to the soil 
and prevent soil drifting and wa- 
ter erosion.

bay MAKE available for essential employment 
the services of men in classes already de- 
signated as callable for Military Training under 
National Selective Service Mobilization Regu- 
lations, two Orders were issued during May. 


‘It is now illegal for any employer to continue 
to employ Br to engage any man affected by 
these Orders, except under special permit from 
National Selective Service. Employees affected 
must report to the nearest Employment and 
Selective Service Office, and be available for 
transfer to more important work. 

If you as an employer ar as an employee, have not 
complied with. these Orders, do so immediately. Get 
in touch with the nearest Employment and Selective 
Service Office either personally or by writing. Further 
delay will involve penalties. Compliance with the law 
in wartime is the minimum duty of every citizen. 

. The age and marital classes of men covered by these 
Orders are as follows: 

(a) Every man born in any year from. 1917 to 
1924 (inclusive) who has reached age 19. 

(b) Every man born from 1902 to 1916 (inclusive) 
who, at July 15th, 1940, was: (i) unmarried; or (ii) 
divorced or judicially separated; or (iii) a widower 
without child or children. 

(c) Every man born from 1902 to 1916 (inclusive) 
who has, since July 15, 1940, become a widower with- 
out child or children now living. 

(d) Every man born from 1902 to' 1916 (inclusive) 
who, since July 15, 1940, has been divorced or judici- 


ally separated. #
